Government Adopts Precautionary 
Measures Against Fruit Fly. 


Ottawa.—In addition to the regula- 
tion prohibiting the importation of un- 
canned fruits and vegetables from Ha- 
waii, as a precaution against the in- 
coming of the Mediterranean fruit fly, 
the government has issued an order 
in council requiring importers of nur- 
sery stock and transportation com- 
panies and customs brokers engaged 
in the importation of nursery stock to 
notify the Dominion entomologist of 
all such imports arriving. The im- 
porters are also required to notify the 
entomologist, giving all particulars 
within five days of ordering. 


Alberta Fire Ranger. 


Edmonton.—A new fire ranger for 
the province of Alberta has been ap- 
pointed by the Dominion government 
in the person of R. Hl, Palmer of the 
real estate firm of Austin and Pal- 
mer..

Canadian Pacific Railway Co. to Run 
Observation Cars on Austrian 
State Railways. 


The announcement that the Cana- 


dian Pacific Railway Co. will this 
summer begin to run a_ series of 
Observation Car Services on the 


Austrian State Railways through the 
Tyrol, marks an epoch in the growth 
of the importance of Canada in the 
old world, Under a contract with the 
Austrian State Railways, the Cana- 
dian Pacific has arranged to build 
several observation cars in Austria on 
Canadian Pacific plans. The design 
is that of Mr. Vaughan, head of the 
C, P. R. Angus shops at Montreal, 
who~ has made a personal visii to 
Austria to study local conditions. 
They will differ slightly from the 
type as used in Canada, and each 
car will have platforms at both ends. 
The cars will be the longest four- 
axle cars in Europe. They will have 
a very spacious interior aud _ will 
seat thirty-two passengers. There 
will be accomodation for a_ typist, 
whose services will be at the disposal 
of the passengers; and an up-to-date 
library with all the latest magazines, 


just as on the C. P. R. transcon- 
tinental trains, will be among the 
features of the cars. 

Both Austria and the Canadian 


Pacific Railway will benefit from the 
consolidation of the new scheme. 
The attention of vast numbers of 
travelling Canadians and Americans 
will be diverted from other parts of 
Europe to Austria, not only to see 
that interesting country, but to learn 
how these Canadian Pacific observ- 
ation cars fulfil their mission There 
will be three observation serviees to 


begin with. By arrangement with 
the Swiss government the first ot 
these will run between Zurich and 


Innsbruck over the Arlberg route via 
Landeck. The second will be between 
Innsbruck and Vienna via Zell-am- 
Zee and Salzburg. The third will be 
from Salzburg to Trieste over the 
Tauern and Karawanken Railways 
by way of Badgastein, Villach, Veldes 
ind the Valley of the Isonzo. This 
last is a new route only recently 
completed by the Austrian Govern- 
ment, Which has spent immense 
sums of money to provide a short 
cut from the north to Trieste, its 
greatest seaport. 

The Austrian State Railway is par- 
ticularly well favored in the country 
it feeds as regards scenery, and seen 
as it will be under the most favor- 
able auspices in these new C. P. R. 
observation ¢ars, the beauty of the 
land will be.a most interesting part 
of any European tour.
